is growing well, and its abundant * forma,® or
embryo fruit, promise an abundant harvest, the
“boll worma™ bod the plact, main stem and
branches, and also enter the *forms” amd
causge them to fall in myriade, and ecover the
groand with what would have been the “ great
staple,” if matured.

The American
people canfide more In this facully, and are
more led-astram by it, than any olber; and
here, | think, ia a refutation, in our day and
time at least, of Dr. Franklin’s opinien, about
selecting a Judge, He was for leaving it to the
lawyers, as they would wish to get out of their
way, the best lawyer, in order to get Lls prac-
tice. Baut the largest practice, certainly in the
country and generally in the towns, is not in
the bands of the ablest men, but of the most
dippant men. This is owing much to the form
of Government, in which elocution enters into
every part of ita administration, ard mors to
the powers of Juries, who bhave the trial of so
many cases and who ara so independent, in

ractice at least, of the bench. Now the
ablest Judges are hardly ever fu=ut men, be-
cause theirs isthe exercise of judgment. Their

poee | husiness is to think, to discr minate, to decide

and pot to talk, or preduce arguments. If our
Judges were all dumb it would not, in the least,
impair their efficisney, and most of them and
the public would be better off for it, if no
other faculty would be thereby impaired. If
they Dad ko say everythiog in writing, it would
be more distinet, hetter considered and betler
appealed from, when wrong. Flippaney is
gensrally attended with quickness of mind,
and a gay manner, that pleases the multitude
and entices practice,
superficial, impatient of study and labor, and
vainly relies on its own mulficiency to sustain
it, without attempting improvement. Errors
follow in ite train. Nothing but that contin-
ued and perpetual study, thought and labor,
which it so wach dislikes, can supply the sver
increasing demand for law knowledge, which a
Judge is coustantly experiencing.

The best advecates never make the best, or
eveu good Judges. The requinites for the two
are not only not the same, but they are con-
flicting. The advocate is to conrvince or per-
swade that his elient la right, whether, in fact,
he be g0 or not. The Judge decides who is
right. Thae one produces arguments, the other
weigha them. The one loads the scales, the
other ba.ances them. To the oue, & miee per-
ception of trothis oot wecemsary, it is ollen in
his way ; to the other it i» all important. By
a long and successful advocacy of causes at
the bar, the lawyer so accomplishes himself in
these qualities, which are opposed to Lhe mere
faculty of calm, deliberate judzment, as Lo be-
come unfit for the banch, where s bad he been
put earlier on it, he might have made a most
eminent Judge. History furnishedmany exam-
ples of this sort. Erskine was one of the trst
advocates—one of .o poorest of Juiges
Hlackstone, the poo.est of advocates, one of
the first of Judges. If an advocate can be
found possessing the requiasites of Judge, be
muat be taken early ln his career, before the
mental habits of the advocate have fastensd so
firmly on him, as to uniit bim for the beneh.
